Gruesome Claim in Mosul 


Slaughter suggests Zarqawi group has moved from Fallujah 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraq’s most feared terror 
group claimed responsibility Sunday for 
slaughtering members of the Iraqi security 
forces in Mosul, where dozens of bodies have 
been found. The claim raises fears the terror 
group has expanded to the north after the 
loss of its purported base in Fallujah. 

A statement posted on an Islamist Web 
site in the name of al Qaeda in Iraq, led by 
Jordanian terror mastermind Abu Musab 
al -Zarqawi, claimed responsibility for kill- 
ing 17 members of Iraq’s security forces and 
a Kurdish militiaman in Mosul, where insur- 


gents rose up this month in support of guer- 
rillas facing a U.S.-led assault in Fallujah. 

The claim could not be independently 
verified, but the style of writing appeared 
similar to other statements by al-Zarqawi’s 
group, which is responsible for numerous 
car bombings and beheadings of foreign 
hostages in Iraq. 

At least 50 people have been killed in 
Mosul in the past 10 days. Most of the vic- 
tims are believed to have been supporters 
of Iraq’s interim government or members 
of its fledgling security forces. 


Al-Zarqawi’s group, formerly known 
as Tawhid and Jihad, was believed to have 
been headquartered in Fallujah, a Sunni 
Arab insurgent bastion 40 miles west of 
Baghdad, before U.S. and Iraqi forces over- 
ran the city this month to pave the way for 
national elections. 

Some Sunni Arab leaders have called 
for the Iraqi interim government to delay 
national and provincial elections, now set 
for Jan. 30, by six months. 

Iraq’s deputy prime minister, Barham 
Saleh, said sticking to the election timetable 
would be a challenge, but delaying it would 
bolster the insurgents’ cause, maggie michael (a p)

Lieberman says Bush 
holds key to fate of 
9/11 reform legislation 

WASHINGTON! The fate of an over- 
haul of U.S. intelligence agen- 
cies rests with President Bush, 
who must exert more pressure on 
holdout Republicans if he wants 
compromise legislation to pass 
this year, a lead Senate negotiator 
said Sunday. 

“If the president of the United 
States wants this bill, as com- 
mander in chief in the middle of a 
war, I cannot believe Republicans 
in the House are going to stop 
him from getting it,” said Sen. 
Joseph Lieberman, a Connecticut 
Democrat, on ABC’s “This Week.”

But two powerful opponents 
of the deal, Republican Reps. 
Duncan Hunter of California and 
James Sensenbrenner of Wisconsin, 
are showing no signs of wavering 
on the measure intended to put in 
place recommendations from the 
Sept. 11 commission. 

Hunter, chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, has 
expressed concerns that the intel- 
ligence realignment could interfere 


with the military chain of com- 
mand. Specifically, he said the 
link between troops and combat 
support agencies that run intelli- 
gence-gathering satellites of battle- 
field movements would be broken. 
That would mean “life and death to 
our people in the field,” Hunter told 
“Fox News Sunday.” 

Sensenbrenner, head of the 
House Judiciary Committee, 
wants the bill to deal with illegal 
immigration. 

Tom Kean, chairman of the Sept. 
11 commission, said separate legisla- 
tion could handle those concerns. 

With the overhaul stalled after 
months of negotiations, the crucial 
question “is whether it will pass now 
or after a second attack,” Kean said 
on NBC’s “Meet the Press.” (ap)

Still a Contender 


As Brokaw, Rather step 
down, broadcasts keep 
clout with loyal viewers 

NEW YORK I Tom Brokaw leaves 
this week, Dan Rather in March. 
But the broadcast network evening 
news as an institution isn’t going 
anywhere. 

The ABC, CBS and NBC night- 
ly newscasts don’t have nearly the 
influence, or the viewership, they 
did before viewers could get news 
instantly on their pagers, telephones 
or cable TV. It’s a different world. 

Despite the onset of a person- 
nel transition following the remark- 
able 20 -plus year reigns of Brokaw, 
Rather and Peter Jennings, the 
broadcasts seem on firmer ground 
than they did five years ago, when 
there were many questions about 
their survival. 

Most evenings, nearly 30 mil- 
lion people watch one of the three

Crisis Deepens Over Ukrainian Vote 


Tensions mount ahead 
of crucial court ruling 
on presidential election 

KIEV, UKRAINE I The crisis over 
Ukraine’s disputed election deep- 
ened Sunday, as a key eastern prov- 
ince called a referendum on autono- 
my and the opposition demanded the 
president fire his prime minister, the 
announced winner of the vote that 
has bitterly divided the country. 

Meanwhile, both sides awaited 
a crucial Supreme Court session 
Monday on an appeal by opposi- 
tion candidate Viktor Yushchenko 
against the official results of the 
Nov. 21 presidential runoff, which 
declared Prime Minister Viktor 
Yanukovych the winner. 

The court’s ruling could pave 
the way for a new vote — which 
the opposition is demanding — or 
remove the only barrier to the inau- 
guration of Yanukovych, who has 
the backing of President Leonid 
Kuchma and the Kremlin. 

Yushchenko, who claims his vic- 
tory was stolen amid serious elec- 
tion irregularities, rejected gov- 
ernment appeals to call off tens of 
thousands of protesters and urged 
his throngs of supporters to main- 
tain their weeklong round-the-clock 
vigil. Protesters packed Kiev’s main 
street and central Independence 
Square, and choked off entranc-

es to the Cabinet and presiden- 
tial administration buildings for 
a fourth day. 

Supporters ofYanukovych struck 
backfrom Donetsk, his native region 
and power base. The regional leg- 
islature voted 164-1 to hold a Dec. 
5 referendum on autonomy for the 
province. About 30,000 demonstra- 
tors gathered outside, shouting pro- 
Yanukovych slogans. 


The referendum would ask 
Donetsk voters to demand the sta- 
tus of a republic for the region, which 
would require changing the consti- 
tution to allow for stronger self-rule 
for provinces. The vote suggested the 
rift could widen further if the elec- 
tion results are overturned. 


The Supreme Court said last 
week that the official results of 
the election could not be published 
until it rules on Yushchenko’s chal- 
lenge. On Saturday, Ukraine’s par- 
liament passed a nonbinding resolu- 
tion declaring the election invalid.

Iran Agrees 
Not to Test 
Centrifuges 

Pledge could help end 
escalating dispute 
over nuclear program 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I Iran agreed not 
to test any centrifuges as part of a 
total suspension of nuclear activi- 
ties that can yield weapons-grade 
uranium, clearing the way for the 
U.N. nuclear agency on Monday to 
bring an end to a dispute that had 
threatened to go all the way to the 
U.N. Security Council. 

Diplomats, from the European 
Union and elsewhere, said the 
commitment — sent by letter to 
the International Atomic Energy 
Agency in Vienna — fulfilled 
demands that Tehran include cen- 
trifuges in its total suspension of 
uranium- enrichment programs. 

A senior diplomat told The 
Associated Press the Iranian pledge 
appeared to contain no pitfalls 
and seemed to meet the European 
demands for full suspension. 

The pledge helps clear the way 
for the agency’s board to adopt 
the resolution when it reconvenes 
Monday, apparently ending a dis- 
pute that had threatened to escalate 
into a possible referral of Iran to the 
U.N. Security Council, (ap) 


Jordan’s King Strips Brother of Title 


Shakeup over crown 
prince seen as effort 
to consolidate power 

AMMAN, JORDAN I Jordan’s King 
Abdullah II stripped his half broth- 
er and heir apparent of his title as 
crown prince in an abrupt shake- 
up Sunday aimed at redeeming the 
full power the king inherited from 
his late father. 

Abdullah told Prince Hamzah 
in an emotional televised message 
that he “decided to free you from 
the constraints of the position of 
Crown Prince in order to give you 
the freedom to work and under-

take any mission or responsibility 
I entrust you with.” 

Abdullah had chosen Hamzah, 
now a 24 -year-old American college 


student, hours after King Hussein 
died in February 1999- The designa- 
tion was out of respect for Hussein, 
who is known to have favored 
Hamzah the most among his 11 
children from four marriages. 

Sunday’s shakeup is the culmi- 
nation of consultations between 
Abdullah and his brothers, who 
met earlier and “reached mutual 
consent on the need for change,” a 
senior government official said on 
condition of anonymity. 

There was no visible rivalry 
between Abdullah and Hamzah. 
Abdullah, who described Hamzah 
as a “sincere Jordanian soldier,” did 
not name a successor, (ap) 


Bush Pressures 
Both Sides in 
N. Ireland Talks 

WASHINGTON I Intervening for the 
second time in three days, President 
Bush on Sunday telephoned Sinn 
Fein leader Gerry Adams in an 
effort to advance negotiations 
toward a power-sharing agree- 
ment between Northern Ireland’s 
Catholics and Protestants. 

“The president expressed his sup- 
port for the peace process and the 
agreement proposed” last week by 
British Prime Minister Tony Blair 
and his Irish counterpart, Bertie 
Ahern, White House spokesman 
Scott McClellan said. 


A U.S. -brokered deal in 1998 
has achieved or advanced dozens 
of goals designed to end a 35 -year 
conflict over the British territory 
that has claimed 3,600 lives. But its 
objective of sustaining a stable, joint 
Catholic-Protestant 
administration has 
proved impossible 
to date. 

On Friday, from 
his ranch, Bush 
called Ian Paisley, 
whose Democratic 
Unionist Party represents most 
of Northern Ireland’s British 
Protestant majority. 

“Anything I can do to help keep 
the process moving forward, I’m 
more than willing to do so,” Bush 
told reporters after the call, (ap)

Israel to Coordinate Pullout 


Sharon bends on unilateral’ Gaza withdrawal 


JERUSALEM I Israel is prepared to 
coordinate its pullout from Gaza 
with a new Palestinian government, 
officials said Sunday, a shift from 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon’s con- 
cept of “unilateral disengagement” 
and a sign that cooperation maybe 
restored in the post-Arafat era. 

Since Arafat’s death Nov. 11, 
both sides have been projecting 
positive signals about cooperation 
for Palestinian elections on Jan. 
9 and resumption of peace talks. 
Israel boycotted Arafat, charging 


he was involved in terrorism, and 
no significant contacts between the 
two sides have taken place for more 
than a year. 

In separate interviews with 
Newsweek magazine, Sharon 
said he would be willing to coor- 
dinate the handover of Gaza with 
Palestinian forces, and interim 
Palestinian leader Mahmoud 
Abbas said he would take respon- 
sibility for the areas, but only after 
his security arm is rebuilt. 

Sharon told Newsweek that 


Arafat’s death made it possible to 
coordinate the pullout with Abbas, 
who said he is “against terror.” 

“I am going to make every effort 
to coordinate our disengagement 
plan with the new Palestinian gov- 
ernment — one that can assume 
control over areas we evacuate,” 
Sharon was quoted as saying.

Chirac’s 
Rival Takes 
Party Helm 

LE BOURGET, FRANCE I Nicolas 
Sarkozy, one of France’s most 
ambitious and visible politicians — 
and an in-house rival of President 
Jacques Chirac — moved to the 
helm of the ruling party Sunday, a 
perfect podium for him to bid for 
the presidency in 2007. 

In a multimillion- dollar political 
show, Sarkozy was named president 
ofthe Union for a Popular Movement, 
or UMP. At least 15,000 UMP mem- 
bers packed the hall 
of Le Bourget airport 
northeast of Paris for 
the party’s chang- 
ing of the guard. 
In an address to 
the crowd, Sarkozy, 
elected for a three - 
year term, said he will work so that 
UMP is the source of a rebirth for 
the “essential values” of France — 
respect, work and country. 

Sarkozy, once part of Chirac’s 
inner circle, betrayed the president 
by backing Edouard Balladur for 
president in 1995.

Swiss Voters OK 
Stem-Cell Studies 

G E N E VA I Swiss voters Sunday over- 
whelmingly approved a law permit- 
ting research on stem cells, rejecting 
a hard-line campaign that compared 
researchers to the Nazis’ “angel of 
death,” Dr. Josef Mengele. 

The law, which was passed by the 
government last December, still sets 
stricter limits than in some coun- 
tries in Europe, allowing the use 
only of embryonic stems cells left 
over from in-vitro fertilization. 

It was the first time that the issue 


had been put to a national referen- 
dum, noted Interior Minister Pascal 
Couchepin. “No other country has 
the confidence to put such a ques- 
tion to the people,” he said. 

The government said the law 
will permit Switzerland, which has 
major pharmaceutical and biotech- 
nology companies, to take part in 
research to use stem cells to treat 
incurable diseases like Parkinson’s, 
Alzheimer’s and diabetes. 

It was approved by 66.4 percent 
of those voting — or 1.1 million vot- 
ers — while some 585,000 voters 
supported an opposition move to 
repeal the law. (ap)

AFGHANISTAN 

Taliban Claim Attack on Aid 
Organization That Kills 3 

Gunmen stormed the office of an 
Afghan relief organization early 
Sunday, killing three workers and 
wounding four police officers in a 
shootout in southwestern Nimroz 
province, officials and the Voluntary 
Association for the Rehabilitation 
of Afghanistan said. A spokesman 
for the Taliban said it carried out 
the attack, but claimed it targeted 
only a police checkpoint, (ap) 


KENYA 

Officials Gather to Discuss 
Land-Mine Ban’s Progress 

The first five-year review of the 
international treaty to ban land 
mines opened in Nairobi Sunday, 
with activists and government offi- 
cials claiming some successes but 
despairing that the world’s largest 
land mine producers still make, 
use and sell the deadly devices. 
The Ottawa Convention, which 
bans the use, production, stock- 
piling and transfer of anti-person- 
nel mines, has been ratified by 143 
countries and stipulates that mined 
areas be cleared within 10 years. The 
United States, China and Russia are 


among 42 countries that have not 
ratified the treaty. Starting Monday, 
the conference will review compli- 
ance with the convention and debate 
a five-year action plan, (ap) 

JAPAN 

Strong Earthquake Rocks 
Hokkaido; 8 Reported Injured 

A powerful earthquake with a pre- 
liminary magnitude of 7-1 struck 
Japan’s northern island of Hokkaido 
early Monday, swaying buildings, 
throwing objects off shelves and trig- 
gering a small tsunami that reached 
the shore. At least eight people were 
injured, but there were no immedi- 
ate reports of damage, (ap) 


CHINA 

Search Under Way for 141 
Miners Trapped After Blast 

The search was continuing for 141 
workers trapped in a coal mine in 
central China after a massive explo- 
sion tore through the shaft killing at 
least 25 miners. Another 127 min- 
ers, many who were working near 
the entrance of the state -owned 
coal mine in Shaanxi province, 
managed to escape after the blast 
Sunday, the official Xinhua News 
Agency said. The accident came 
just weeks after another explosion 
in central Henan province killed 
148 workers. China’s mines are the 
world’s most dangerous, with thou- 



sands of deaths reported every year 
due to explosions, fires, cave-ins and 
flooding often blamed on lax safety 
rules and lack of required equip- 
ment.

D.C. City Museum 
Closes to Public 


Funding woes, sparse 
attendance plagued 
District historic archive 

WASHINGTON I The City Museum of 
Washington, D.C., one of the only 
museums dedicated to the local his- 
tory of the nation’s capital, closed 
its doors to the public Sunday after 
opening less than two years ago. 

Despite high hopes, the muse- 
um fell short when it came to atten- 
dance. Organizers were expecting 
more than 100,000 visitors eachyear 
and instead saw less than 36,000 
people come through the doors. 

However, the closure won’t mean 
a permanent end to the museum, 
organizers say. 


“It will be open for special events. 
It will also be open for scholars and 
researchers,” saidThornell K. Page, 
co -chair of the of the Historical 
Society of Washington, D.C., which 
operates the museum. 

The group restored the his- 
toric Carnegie Library, located at 
Mt. Vernon Square, to house the 
museum. But Page says the muse- 
um effort was underfunded. 

“We restored a magnificent 
building here for in excess of $20 
million,” he said. “It was not enough. 
All of the pressures that we face is 
a result of the fact that we were 
under-financed.” 

Page said the Historical Society 
plans to reopen public exhibits after 
a fund-raising campaign, (ap)

Q The lights have been very 
dimly lit for some time at the 
Friendship Heights station, and 
more recently at Bethesda, too. 
Why? Is it a cost-saving measure? 

A Friendship Heights and 

Bethesda are two of a hand- 
ful of stations built with lighting 
fixtures that use lower-output flu- 
orescent tubes than those in the 


rest of the system, but still meet 
Metro’s lighting standard, said 
Sean Burgess, general superinten- 
dent of systems maintenance. 

Why is that? Nobody knows, 
apparently. Those two stations 
were built more than 20 years 
ago and institutional knowledge 
of construction details has faded 
with time and staff turnover, said 
spokeswoman Lisa Farbstein. 

Replacing the fixtures would 
require using surplus funds at the 


end of the fiscal year — to the tune 
of hundreds of thousand dollars 
— and is a possibility, said Burgess. 

For now, he said Metro will make 
sure the lights haven’t dimmed and 
still meet the standard at those 
stops, as well as at Rosslyn and 
Foggy Bottom (about which we’ve 
also received reader complaints).

Prosecutor’s Death Is Still a Mystery 


Father is convinced 
Jonathan Luna was 
murdered last year 

B A LT I M 0 R E I It’s been nearly a year 
since Paul Luna’s son, an ambitious, 
charismatic federal prosecutor in 
Baltimore, was found sprawled face 
down in a creek in Pennsylvania, 
stabbed 36 times. 

But after a secretive, intense 
investigation, federal and local 
officials seem no closer to solving 
the mystery of Jonathan Luna’s 
death, leaving friends and fam- 
ily to struggle with grief, anger 
— and too many lingering, unan- 


swered questions. 

“I hope they find the killer of my 
son,” said Paul Luna, 85. “Jonathan 
was a nice son, a good boy. Why did 
this happen?” 

In the last year, 
the graphic details 
have been widely 
reported. The 38- 
year-old married 
father of two young 
sonshadbeenrepeat- 
edly stabbed with what appeared to 
be a pen knife and drowned in the 
creek, about 70 miles from Baltimore, 
his blood-spattered car idling near- 
by — but not much else is known. 
For friends, family and colleagues, 


the apparent lack of progress in the 
investigation of Luna’s Dec. 4 death 
has been frustrating. 

Some believe Luna’s death was 
connected to his job, which put him 
in regular contact with drug dealers, 
bank robbers and child molesters. 

Paul Luna has heard the theo- 
ries about his son’s death. He firmly 
rejects the possibility of suicide, say- 
ing Jonathan was full of plans the 
last time they met, at Thanksgiving. 

A year later, he’s still convinced 
his son was murdered. “He put 
away many bad men,” he said. 
“People with plenty of money who 
are vicious and could hire people 
to do things.” foster klug (ap)

Eyes Wide Open 


Workers trying to stay 
awake after lunch are 
fighting a losing battle 

BIOLOGY | Joel Darrow runs into 
a wall of torpor at 3:30 p.m. The 
financial engineer describes it as 
“brick, thick and high.” 

“It’s that point in between 
when you know you’re awake but 
you’re basically unable to move,” 
he said. 

“It would be easy for someone to 
think I popped some pill and 
was in La-La Land,” 
he said. “Fighting 
it just prolongs it, 
and self-medicating 
with sugar provides 
brief relief followed by 
deeper stupor.” 

A slumberous 
coma is more punctu- 
al than the coffee cart. 

No sooner does one get 
back from lunch than 
every document seems 
like an opiate, every col- 
league a sheep to count, 
and the creepy carpeting 
an enticing feather bed. 

It’s the only time of day 
when the incessant chatter of a 
cube mate can fade like a lullaby. 
Even insomniacs can’t always with- 
stand the contagion of a yawn. 


The tussle to stay awake is clear- 
ly a sign that work is at odds with 
our nature. 

“You’re phenomenally stupid 
when you’re sleep deprived, and 
you’re too stupid to realize it,” said 
Bob Stickgold, assistant professor 
of psychiatry at Harvard Medical 
School. “We are certainly the only 
known organism that sleep deprives 
itself.” 

Mammals are designed to stay 
awake if there’s changing emotional 
input, Stickgold said, but they don’t 
put their social needs on 
a collision course 
with their sleep 
needs, the way 
humans do. 



Caffeine and 
sugarare tempt- 
ing, but offer only 
fleeting relief. 



The main problem is that the 
mechanics of the human body 
don’t mesh very well with a 9- 
to-5 work day. Researchers have 
found that when humans are fed 
at regular intervals and deprived 
of all sources of time, they have the 
greatest tendency to fall asleep dur- 
ing two periods of the day: between 
1 a.m. and 4 a.m. and 1 p.m. and 
4 p.m. These are natural dips in 
our biological clocks, or circadian 
rhythms, and the core body tem- 
perature drops along with a per- 
son’s eyelids. 

“In the afternoon, all these 
physiological and mental pro- 
cesses begin to go into a dip,” said 
Sara Mednick, a researcher at the 
Salk Institute. From the moment 
you wake up in the morning, she 
said, “there’s pressure driving you 
back to sleep.” 

The advent of timepieces, light 
bulbs and factories has made 
naptime inconvenient for 
all but the crankiest 
of toddlers. “We’re 
allowing society 
and pressures 
of modern age 
to prescribe 
our sleep and 
thought sched- 
ules,” Mednick

Patriots Win Battle of the Defenses 


Ravens manages just 3 points in loss to champs 


R AV E N S I The New England Patriots 
showed the stingiest team in the 
NFL that they also can dominate 
on defense. 

They shut down Baltimore 
24-3 Sunday, scoring on a fumble 
recovery and holding the Ravens 
to 124 yards. On three series when 
the Ravens stopped the Super Bowl 
champions from scoring touch- 
downs, Adam Vinatieri kicked 
field goals, stretching his streak 
to 21 straight successful kicks. 

The Patriots (10-1) took a 
21-point lead against a team play- 
ing without sidelined running 
back Jamal Lewis by scoring two 
touchdowns in the first minute of 
the fourth quarter with heavy rain 
falling. 

New England won its fourth 


straight game despite having its 
top three cornerbacks sidelined — 
Ty Law, Tyrone Poole and Asante 
Samuel — while Baltimore’s win- 
ning streak ended at three. 

The Patriots set an NFL record 
by scoring first in their 16th straight 
regular- season game, breaking a 
tie for the mark set by Miami in 
1978. 

Then Baltimore’s Kyle Boiler got 
a taste of what his defense usually 
inflicts on opposing quarterbacks 
when New England, which had 
allowed the sixth fewest points in 
the league, went after him. 

He was sacked on consecutive 
plays by Ted Johnson and Tedy 
Bruschi. The last one jarred the 
ball loose and it rolled toward the 
end zone.

Xbox boots players 
off gaming network 
for altering machines 

ONLINE GAMING I Days before the 
release of the “Halo 2” video game 
for the Xbox game console, gamers 
noticed a spike in the number of 
people being kicked off Microsoft 
Corp.’s online game service. 

That was no coincidence. 

The company increased its crack- 
down on those making unauthor- 
ized modifications to their Xboxes 
to ensure players could blast away 
on equal footing, it said. 

People modify Xboxes to cheat, 
use pirated copies, or use the Xbox 
for other functions, such as a music 
player. 

Cameron Ferroni, general man- 
ager of the Xbox software platform, 
said Microsoft wants to banish 
scofflaws from its online service. 

Microsoft has a unique glimpse 
into Xbox Live users’ comput- 
ers because those users agree 
Microsoft has the right to gather 
information. 

Microsoft said it wants to guard 
against cheating on Xbox Live, 
where multiple players can take 


part in games together. Ferroni 
said the goal is to make a level 
playing field. 

Neil Smith, an intellectual prop- 
erty lawyer in San Francisco, said 
users face legal risk — and compa- 
nies have more leverage — if they 
modify the system to play pirated 
or unauthorized games. 

Companies are eager to go after 
potential pirates, since stolen copies 
can lead to lost revenue. Microsoft 
said it focused its legal efforts on 
those manufacturing pirated games 
or mass-producing Xbox modifi- 


cations. 

Earlier this year, Seattle -based 
RealNetworks developed software 
allowing songs purchased from 
its online music store to transfer 
to Apple Computer Inc.’s iPod by 
skirting internal copy protections. 
Apple said RealNetworks “adopted 
the tactics and ethics of a hacker.” 

Analyst Rob Enderle with the 
Enderle Group said Microsoft’s 
Xbox is vulnerable to tinkering 
because its built-in hard drive 
more closely mimics a personal 
computer, allison linn (ap) 


TiVo Ads It Up 


RECORDING I Digital video recording 
pioneer TiVo Inc. has long prom- 
ised “TV Your Way.” 

But the company’s plans for pop- 
up ads and restrictions on copying 
have sparked worries that the ser- 
vice may be eroding consumer 
control in favor of Hollywood and 
advertiser interests. 

Is it becoming TiVo — their 
way? 

“Consumers are very distrust- 
ful of technologies 
that seize yet 
another oppor- 
tunity to offer up 
advertising,” said 
Mike Godwin, 
legal director of 


Public Knowledge, a public interest 
group. “TiVo is taking away some 
of the prerogatives and flexibility 
that TiVo TV watchers have become 
accustomed to,” he said. 

TiVo officials said users soon 
will see static images, such as a 
company logo, appear on their 
television screens as they fast-for- 
ward through commercials. The 




billboard-like ads will offer give- 
aways or link to other ads. 

A pop-up recording “tag” is 
also planned: a “thumbs-up” icon 
would appear during TV show pro- 
motions. 

The impending advertising 
changes smack of betrayal from 
the innovators whose hard drive - 
based gizmo lets TV viewers record 
programs, fast-forward through ads 
and pause at will. 

“It’s crossing the line,” said 
Darren McClung. The 24 -year- 
old Kansas City systems admin- 
istrator said. 

With ads set to appear over 
the very commercials 
he’s trying to skip, 
“they’ve moved 
from unintru- 
sive to intru- 
sive advertising.”

PERSONALITY I Before the year is 
over, Naveen Andrews will have 
put his unique stamp on the char- 
acters of a sensitive poet, a myste- 
rious Iraqi military veteran and a 
charming rich guy with a penchant 
for bursting into song and dance. 

The opportunity to play so many 
different things, said Andrews, is 
an actor’s dream. “That, to me, is 
the ideal,” he admitted. “That’s what 
we as actors want.” 

Andrews honed his craft at 
England’s Guildhall School of 
Music and Drama, and he has 
since been featured in a number 
of British and American produc- 
tions. He may be best-known for 
his supporting turn as Kip Singh, 
Hana’s (Juliette Binoche) lover 
in “The English Patient,” and his 
lusty role as the opium-loving king 
in “Kama Sutra.” 

Fans still swoon when these per- 
formances come up, but Andrews 
shrugs offhis sex-symbol status. “It’s 
the work, really — just do whatev- 
er the work requires,” he said. “At 
drama school they used to cast me 


as the old man a lot. I had to wear 
padding, and my hair was gray.” 

Andrews’ role on the TV drama 
“Lost” is also sketched in shades of 
gray. The actor plays Sayid, one of 
a large cast of characters strand- 
ed on an island after a plane crash. 
As a former member of the Iraqi 
Republican Guard, Sayid possess- 


es impressive technological know- 
how, making him a leader among 
the castaways. But, like everyone 
else on the island, the character 
has his secrets. 

In December, Andrews can 
be seen singing and dancing in 
writer/director Gurinder Chadha’s 
“Bride and Prejudice,” which glee- 


fully weaves Jane Austen into a rol- 
licking Bollywood backdrop. “[In] 
the opening musical number, I’m 
singing and dancing in front of 40 
dancers in a sort of weird amal- 
gam of ... I suppose it’s Indian 
traditional dance mixed with MC 
Hammer,” said Andrews, chuckling.

Alison Krauss’ voice makes bluegrass green 


MUSIC I Beauty’s in the ear of the 
beholder, so it’s possible someone 
somewhere finds Alison Krauss’ 
singing less than sublime. 

Hard to imagine, though. Her 
feathery soprano would induce 
goose bumps performing any mate- 
rial, even the Nashville phone book, 
and her latest album, “Lonely Runs 
Both Ways” (Rounder), is much bet- 
ter than that. 

Backed by her crack combo 
Union Station for their first studio 


album in three years and with her 
popularity at a peak, Krauss happily 
makes no concessions to the tug of 
the mainstream. The set has a live 
feel with few evident overdubs and 
her typically tasteful choice of cov- 
ers, many obscure. 

Still, “Lonely Runs” is sure to 
appeal beyond bluegrass’ narrow 
niche. Among the highlights are 
the opener “Gravity,” a lovely bal- 
lad about the lure of the road, and 
“Goodbye Is All We Have,” with an 


ascending melody that elevates the 
charm of Krauss’ voice. 

There’s a generous sampling 
of her fine fiddle work and plen- 
ty of hot picking by the rest of the 
band, including an instrumental 
written by Dobro guitar virtuoso 
Jerry Douglas. 

Dan Tyminski and Ron Block 
also take turns on lead vocals, and 
the album closes with Block’s gos- 
pel composition “A Living Prayer,” 
featuring just Krauss and guitar as 
they make blessed music. j |

Nirvana: The Whole Storv 


A boxed set with rarities, home videos and other melancholy treats 


LEGACY I After years of legal tus- 
sling, Nirvana’s much- anticipat- 
ed box set can finally introduce 
hundreds of thousands of fans to 
rare recordings and even living- 
room video of the groundbreaking 
grunge rockers. 

“With the Lights Out” includes 
81 tracks, 68 of them previously 
unreleased. It was initially planned 
for release in 2001 — the 10th anni- 
versary of the release of Nirvana’s 
album “Nevermind” — but a dis- 
pute between Courtney Love, 
widow of the late Nirvana front- 
man Kurt Cobain, and the surviv- 
ing bandmates delayed the project. 
The sides resolved their issues in 
September 2002, allowing work 
on the box set to resume. 

The set, which came out 
Tuesday, features three CDs, 
beginning with a Led Zeppelin 
cover recorded in 1987, and a DVD 
of rare performance and rehears- 
al footage — including nine songs 
rehearsed at the home of bassist 
Krist Novoselic’s mother when 
Cobain was only 20. 

The DVD also includes the 
first performance of “Smells Like 
Teen Spirit,” the song that launched

Nirvana and Seattle’s grunge scene 
onto the national stage in 1991. 

“It is a true Nirvana fan’s dream,” 
said Seattle disc jockey Andrew 
Harms. “You get to see how the 
band progresses. The whole box 
set tells a story, and it goes all the 
way to the end.” 

Cobain biographer Charles 
Cross agreed that the set, from 
Universal’s Geffen Records, tells 
Nirvana’s story well — a story that 
ended with Cobain’s spiraling her- 
oin use and suicide in 1994. 

“It’s not always a pretty story,” 
he said. “The band wasn’t always 
pretty, or always in tune.” 

Seattle music writer Gillian 
Gaar spent six years working on 
the box set, tracking down rare 
recordings and helping create a 
60 -page accompanying booklet. 

Gaar found the final product 
satisfying, but sad. 

“The DVD starts with them in 
this little room rehearsing, then 
at the end they’re again in a little 
room rehearsing,” Gaar said. “That 
was part of the soul of the band in 
a way, that there was always a mel- 
ancholy bittersweet feeling running 
through their music. Even the title, 
With the Lights Out,’ seems to me 
to be a little sad.” gene johnson (ap)

The nation’s retailers are hoping 
furry ponchos, fur-lined flip- 
flops and sweater sets with mul- 
tiple broaches will lure shoppers 
earlier than in previous years.

I love “Desperate Housewives” but 
worry it could go the way of “Twin 
Peaks,” losing its tight plotting and 
becoming too quirky and self-ref- 
erential. Right now it’s great, with 
a light touch and the mysteries lay- 
ered on nicely. Do we owe this con- 
cept to the BBC like so many of our 
shows, or is this truly an American 
original? 

It’s truly an American original, 
with homages (that’s French for “I 
stole it”) to any number of earlier 
series. I love, for example, that the 
Wisteria Lane set is the same one 
used for the exteriors on “Leave It To 
Beaver” so many years ago.

I think Bob Schieffer deserves a 
year as the top anchor at CBS after 
Dan Rather steps down. He is a 
charming and very honest man. 

Fair enough. Schieffer is a real- 
ly fine broadcaster. But he’s in his 
mid- 60s, I believe, and I’m sure 
that CBS will want to go with a 


younger person. Remember that 
there have been only a handful of 
network anchors in the entire his- 
tory of TV. They tend to last a long 
time and establish themselves as 
the living “brand” of the network’s 
news division.
